“QOMETHING old and some- 

thing new—” might apply to 
the wedding refreshments as well 
as the bride’s costume. We are fill 


sentimental about weddings, so ~ 


any new ideas should follow the 
pattern of old traditions. 

The bride’s cake still dominates 
the decorations of the table but it 


can be a modernistically shaped 
affair with gleaming white frost- 
ing and ornamental flowers. It’is 
usually surrounded with sprays of 
fern and white flowers. 

At a wedding breakfast or sup- 
per, the main part of the menu is 
served before the cake is placed 
before the bride. She picks up a 
silver knife and proceeds to cut 
the first piece of cake which she 
divides with the groom. The others 
cut pieces for themselves. 

Here is a recipe for a bwide’s 


cake: 
Bride’s Cake 


Cream % cup shortening until 
very soft, then gradually add 14% 
cups fine sugar, creaming until 
fluffy. Sift flour then measure 2% 
cups and resift three times with 
214 teaspoons baking powder and 
Y teaspoon salt. Fold into the 
creamed mixture alternately with 
%-cup milk to which % teaspoon 
vanilla and Y, teaspoon almond 
extract has been added. Last of all, 
fold in the stiffly beaten whites of 
6 eggs. Bake in one 10x10x2 inch 
pan and in an 8x8x2 inch pan in 
& moderate oven 40 minutes or 
until done. Cut a square of white 
cardboard 2 inches larger than the 
largest layer of cake and cover 
with a paper lace doily. Arrange 
the cake on this. Cover the first 
layer thickly with white butter 
frosting, arrange the second layer 
on top to give a tiered effect and 
finish frosting. Use a heavier but- 
ter frosting for ornamenting the 
cake, It is much more edible and 
easier to prepare than the usua) 
ornamental frosting. 

Butter Frosting 

Cream ¥% cup butter until very 
Soft, and add 2 pounds confec- 
tioner’s sugar alternating with 2/3 
cup milk, Add 1 teaspoon vanilla 
and ¥% teaspoon almond extract 
and beat until very fluffy.
